HOPE FOR PARETICS 


Paresis has slv. ays been considered one 


of the most hopeless of diseases. 
It has 


seemed to involve a breaking down of the 
brain structure, and no remedy for it was 
known. Recently, according to a report 
given the Xew York Academy of Medi- 
cine, encouraging results have been ob- 
tained with a remarkable remedv. Par- 
esis is fought by means of malaria, 
the patient having malaria germs injected 
into his blood. The physical forces, ral- 
lying to fight off the new invader, seems 
to gather strength enough to combat the 
more serious ailment. 


In the Manhattan State Hospital, in 


Xew York, it has been found that 63 per 
cent of paresis victims die in the first year 
after their arrival. During the past year 
251 patients there and elsewhere were 
given'the malaria treatment, of whom SO 
were so improved that they were able to 
return to their homes and work, with 
their minds apparently normal again. 
This is an apparent cure of nearh- 32 per 
cent. Of 1.000 patients in the hospital who 
did not receive this treatment, only 3^ 
per cent showed improvement. 


The physicians in charge of the experi- 


ment do not use the word '"'cure." They 
want to be perfectly sure before making 
airr pretentious claims for this method. 
But the outlook for paretics is evidently 
more hopeful than it ever was before. 


THE BOY MUST EDUCATE, TOO 
A college education is essential if the 


boy wishes to become a doctor, lawyer 
or engineer, but in all cases he must have 
not only the wish but the will to study, 
according to Father Fox. president of 
Marquette University. 


In a recent address Father Fox esti- 


mated that of the 600.000 young men now 
in college, it would have been better in 
nearly 100.000 cases if they had 
never 


gone. Colleges exist to train the mind bv 
exercising it in stud}-, he said. bi;t much 
of the present-day rush to colleges mere- 
ly is a result ot young men's and voting 
women's preference for the 
societv of 


other young men and women to that of 
their elders.

A diuretic is anything that 
stimulates the kidney excretion. Under the stimulus 
of potassium bitartrate (cieam of tartar) the kid- 
neys excrete more Tiater. that's al!.. 


But that may help some in certain cases of drop- 


sy, for instance. "We have no ground for assuming- 
that cream of tartar makes the kidnejs eliminate 
any more poison than they would eliminate if let 
alone.

Then, paratyphoid fever 
bacilli may be present in meat or sausage that has 
been exposed in the market or handled by uncleanly 
persons—say in steak, ground or chopped UP in 
large bulk and kept many hours or (lavs before :t 
is purchased. 
A bacteriologist might detect botu-j 


iinus or paratyphoid contamination in the food.

Benjamin Harrison 
jaaid to his old 


home tov.n, Indianapolis. In fact, the 
reports now current in "Washington 
as to his wisdom and adoitness in 
politics are such as to make him a 
marked man even though he were not 
going into a Department headed by a 
man who will probably be a candidate 
for the Republican presidential nom- 
ination next year. 


That he is reputed to be a politician 


par excellence, that he is to bv an as- 
sistant to 
Secretary 
of 
Commerce 


Herbert Hoover, and that he was ap- 
pointed to that job by President Coo- 
lidge. adds up to a sum that party 
leaders and political observers have 
not as yet been able to reckon on 
their most reliable computing 
ma- 


chines. It is not such a simple ques- 
tion as to whether 
two plus two 


equals four. Rather it is a problem as 
to what one plus one plus one, and 
plus an unknown quantity, amounts 
to. Is the ans\\er a nomination for 
the Presidency? 


The known factors in the sum to be 


added are President Coolidge. Secret- 
ary'Hoover. and Mr. Brown, The un- 
known factor is the number of dele- 
gates to the 192S Republican National 
Convention who will vote for Hoover. 
The unknown factor in all probability 
will be determined, essentially, by 
the known factors. That is to say, if

It should, perhaps, be - noted that 


Mr. Brown docs not look his years 
and is not hard on the eyes, that he 
is suave of manner and soft of voice, 
that he wears glasses solely because 
he is farsighted and that his

praisal of what folks can or will do 
in political is uncannily accurate. He 
has a smile that is at once engaging 
disarming.

SET FOB INSURANCE 


State Fire Marshal Declares 


Loss for 1927 Is Far Below 
Average 


Madison—(XP)—Fire losses in Wis- 


consin this year have been approxi- 
mately ?SOO,000 iess than the average 
for tlio past years. Joseph Kennedy, 
state fire mnrshall in the 
insurance 


commissioner's department, said to- 
day. 


He declared that an 
incorrect .re- 


port had gone out, through a student 
reporter or the state university here, 
that the state department 
had saved. 


this amount of money in fire losses, 
but that this was not the fact. 


"There is no way we can estimate 


the amount of fire loss saved," he said. 
"That would be a business of finding 
the total building of the state and de- 
ducting the amount of loss by 
fire. 


Then only would we have the amount 
of fire loss saved. If the amount 'of 
loss in incendiary fires is meant, this 
too could not be estimated, because 
wo cannot save the amount of the loss. 
All we do is see the amount of the 
loss is properly attributed and paid, 
and that the responsible persons 
be 


brought to a penalty for the act. 


Jlr. Kennedy estimated that approxi- 


mately ten percent of the total fire loss 
in the state is caused by "set" or in- 
cendiary fires. He said the principal 
reason for these fires was collection of 
insurance, that an occasional 
case 


came to the attention of the state 
insurance department and himself as 
lire marshal, where revenge was the 
motive for firing a building. 


He said that a great number of in- 


cendiary fires were induced by over-in- 
surance of property, explaining that a 
farmer, may take out excessive 
in- 


surance on buildings on his farm when 
it is not paying, then set fire to the 
buildings, collect enough insurance to 
hold the farm until better prices pre- 
vail, or until he is better able to oper- 
ate the place. He declared that some 
legislative adjustment would be neces- 
essary before this evil could be cured, 
and there is no present limit on the 
amount that may be taken on such 
propertv. 


Mr. Kennedy said that in 1926 in- 


vestigation was made into 
93 fir.es 


which were of suspicious origin. These 


- resulted, in 17 criminal prosecutions. 
Ho said that this increase in-the num- 
Tocr of fires investigated was not due 
especially to an increase in the num- 
ber of fires, but due to incveased activ: 
ity of the department—that 
in fact 


the number of "set" fires were decreas- j 
ing. 


The investigations and convictions, 


in his opinions have a healthy influ- 
ence on communities and militate to- 
ward counteraction of many incendi- 
ary fires which deputy fire marshalls 
"might have to investigate.

000 income tax blanks will go to indiv- 
iduals and corporations some time af- 
ter the holiday season, the state tax 
commission announced today. 


The Individual income tax blanks 


will be sent by the 29 assessors of in- 
comes, who have charge of assessment 
of incomes in from one to five coun- 
ties apiece. 
There are about 600,000 


of these blanks. 


The blanks for 
corporations, un- 


changed from the form used last year, 
arc to be sent by the state commission 
to about 17,000 corporation income tax 
paying companies. 


Income tax blanks are to be filled in 


and sent to the taxing officers on or 
before March lo, 192S. 


The blanks for individuals are of dif- 


ferent types, to be made out by per- 
sons paying income tax only on their 
own earnings, by partnerships, by fi- 
duciaries and by farmers, tho latter 
group taking a special blank because 
the-nature of their return varies from 
other types. 


Revision of the state income tax law 


pasesd by the 1927 legislature 
lias 


made several changes necessary in the 
income tax return blank for indivi- 
duals, notable among them being the 
three year average income 
feature. 


Under this change the tax-payer will 
bo assessed on his average income for 
three years, instead of for the year 
previous to his making out the blank. 


One of the other prominent changes 


is the method of deducting for persons 
supported by the 
taxpayer. 
Under 


the old law certain deductions, allowed 
for married persons and for each of 
the children in the family, were made 
from the income. Kow the deduction 
is expressed in the form of tax.
